Disease,

compare  favourably  with  any  of  the  neighbouring  distri(5ls. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  having  decided  to  open 
the  Isolation  Hospital  tor  cases  of  Infecflious  disease,  besides  Small 
Pox — it  will  be  a  great  aid  to  the  health  of  the  districft. 

In  conclusion  let  me  thank  you  for  having  aided  pie  in  my  work 
in  the  past,  and  assure  you  that  in  the  future  I  shall  do  all  in  my 

power  to  maintain  the  Health  of  your  distridf.

_ During  year  1894  there  have  been  229  Births  showing 

a  decrease  of  4  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  (1893). 


Deaths. — There  have  been  119  Deaths  in  this  District  in  year 
1894,  this  being  an  increase  of  11  on  last  year’s  number.  Diseases 
affecting  the  Respiratory  system,  especially  Phthisis  are  mainly 
accountable  for  this  increase. 
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General  Death  Rate- — The  population  being  estimated  at  6067 
the  death  rate  is  19*6  per  looo  which  unfortunately  is  an  increase  on 
last  year’s  rate  of  17  per  1000

Infant  Mortality. — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to 
report  to  you  a  decrease  in  the  Infant  Mortality  of  your  district,  whereas 
last  year  35  or  32-4  0/0  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under  i  year^ 
this  year  only  34  or  28*5  0/0  of  the  deaths  were  of  infants  of  that  age. 

The  same  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  holds  good  with  regard  to 
children  under  5  years  of  age.  In  1893  there  were  53  or  49  0/0  died 
under  that  age,  whereas  in  1894  the  number  was  57  or  47’8  0/0, 

This  I  attribute  to  the  comparative  freedom  from  Infectious 
disease  which  we  have  enjoyed  during  the  past  year. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — It  will  be  seen  from  table  B,  that  only  9 
cases  of  notifiable  Zymotic  disease  occured  in  the  district  of  which 
only  I  was  fatal  (Croup  ) 

Measles  was  responsible  for  5  deaths. 

Two  deaths  were  due  to  Diarrhoea. 

Deaths  from  other  Diseases. 

Phthisis. — A  considerable  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  this 
disease  are  produced  by  the  inhalation  of  gannister  dust  at  the  works 
of  Lowood  &  Co,  at  Deepcar,  so  that  true  Tubercular  Phthisis  is  not 
so  frequent  as  it  would  seem  to  be. 

Other  pulmonary  diseases  are  by  far  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
death  in  this  district  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  A, 
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Cancer  was  responsible  for  6  deaths  which-  is  a  circumstance 
worthy  of  note. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. — Under  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  A(5t,”  g  cases  were  reported 
by  the  Medical  men  in  the  neighbourhood.  They  were  : —

This  is  a  great  improvement  on  last  year  when  not  less  than  36 
cases  were  reported. 

Sanitary  Work. — An  account  of  the  Sanitary  Work  of  the 
year  will  be  found  in  Table  C.  Although  I  have  nothing  to  specially 
report  on  now,  I  shall  have,  in  my  report  at  the  end  of  this  year,  as 
important  changes  are  pending.
